Another Troop Cutback—Over A Longer Time

WASHINGTON (AP)- Presi- 
dent Nixon is pulling out anoth- 
er 50,000 troops from South 
Vietnam but over a longer per- 
iod than he allowed for previous 
withdrawals, evidently because 
of the growing possibility of a 
major new enemy offensive. 
Nixon announced his third cut- 
back in a television speech 


Monday night. He set April IT., 
four months from now, as the 
deadline for removing the 50,- 
000. For his two previous with- 
drawals he had allowed about 
three months each. 
The President coupled his an- 
nouncement 
with 
a renewed 


warning to North Vietnam that 
he will take "strong and effec- 
tive measures" if he finds that 
"increased enemy action jeop- 


ardizes our remaining forces 
in Vietnam." 
At Jthe same time he said he 


had received "cautiously opti- 
mistic" reports from obser- 
vers and from U. S. civilian and 
military leaders in Vietnam.He 
quoted from a report made to 
him by one observer, Sir Rob- 
ert Thompson, a British veteran 
of anti-Communist warfare in 
Southeast Asia, who was, Nixon 


said, earlier pessimistic about 
the conduct of the war. 


"A 
winning position in the 


sense of obtaining a just peace 
(whether negotiated or not) and 
of maintaining an independent, 
nonCommunist South Vietnam 
has been achieved but we are 
jiot yet through," Nixon quoted 
Thompson as saying. 
Nixon did not say he agrees 
that a "winning position" has 


been achieved. But white House 
officials did not quarrel with the 
assessment. 
Nixon said, however, "there is 
one disturbing new element in 
the situation." 


"Enemy 
infiltration has in- 


creased substantially. It has 
not yet reached the point where 
our military leaders believe the 
enemy has developed the capa- 
bility to mount a major offen- 


sive, but we are watching the 
situation closely to see wheth- 
er it could develop to that ex- 
tent." 
His choice of an April 15 tar- 
get date to complete the new 
troop withdrawal, officials said, 
gives him more flexibility to 
assess —and if necessary ad- 
just to — a Communist offen- 
sive and still meet his with- 
drawal deadline. His advisers 


believe that if North Vietnam 
launches an offensive it will 
come In 
the January-March 


period. 
"There are some who be- 


lieve," Nixon said, "that to con- 
tinue our withdrawals at a time 
When enemy infiltration is In- 
creasing is a risk we should 
not take. However, I have con- 
sistently said that we musttakp 
risks for peace. 


"And 
in that connection," he 


continued, "let me remind the 
leaders in Hanoi that if Infiltra- 
tion and the level of enemy ac- 
tivity Increase while we are re- 
ducing our forces, they also will 
be running a risk."

Oil Tankers Pose Threat 


NEW YORK (AP) - The era 


of the supertanker has brought 
with it the threat of catastrophic 
oil spills. 
This was pointed up when the 


207,000-ton Marpessa owned by 
Shell Tankers Ltd. exploded and 
sank Monday 80 miles off the 
coast of West Africa after mak- 
ing its first oil delivery. 


While the Marpessa had un- 


loaded its cargo at Rotterdam 
and was empty, the sinking sent 
shivers through the oil industry, 


which is working to develop 
means of preventing and con- 
trolling oil spills. 


"There would have been a hell 


of a lot of oil on the coast of 
Africa if the Marpessa had been 
loaded," said a delegate to an 
international 
conference 
on 


prevention and control of oil 
slicks which is under way here. 


The danger of pollution from 


oil spills has received increas- 
ed attention since the 118,000- 
ton tanker Torrey Canyon broke 


up on rocks seven miles off the 
southwest tip of England in 
March 1967. It spilled 30 mil- 
lion gallons of oil onto 100 
miles of beach. The owners paid 
Britain and France $7.2 million 
for pollution damage.

sea — Is, to say the least, 
primitive," L. p. Haxby, man- 
ager for air and water conser- 
vation of Shell Development Co.

Juvenile Hall. 
William Austin would seem 
a strange man to be superin- 
tendent of a juvenile hall. Yet 
language is the essence of poe-

Writing has been de- 
scribed as a study "of the hu- 
man heart in conflict with it- 
self," and so perhaps Austin's 
dedication to troubled young- 
sters is not so strange. 
As superintendent of the ju- 
venile hall, Austin believes that 
he has to supply the things that 
the kids are lacking, and that 
each juvenile is different.

On the cover of the manual, 


Austin gives the statement of 
philosophy that governs Butte "s 
hall. "The juvenile hall shall not 
be in, or connected with, any 
jail or institution. It shall be 
conducted in all respects as 
nearly like a home as possible."

four group counselors, $393 to 
487; a night custodian, $414 to 
514, and three group counsel- 
or trainees who are paid a rate 
of $200 per month. The trainees 
are 
social science students 


from Chlco State College. 
Austin is paid a salary of 
$942 a month . He has six years 
of college but has not received 
a degree. Before coming to 
Butte, he directed a boys' camp 
for 16 years. The entire cost for 
the juvenile hall, which has a 
capacity of 34, was estimated 
for 1968-69 at close to$88,000. 


The average capacity for this 
year was 17. 


Butte Hall is an old juvenile 
hall. Austin complains of the 
overcrowding, and wishes that 
additional facilities would be 
built. The rooms are bleak, 
with double beds and solid steel 
security doors. All the rooms in 
the delinquent section are the 
same. There is no fence sur- 
rounding the hall and Austin de- 
scribes the security as "paper- 
sack security." This forces 
Austin to devise other strate- 
gems. He mentioned that foot- 
ball might be used to reduce 
trouble 
resulting 
from 
the 


build-up of tensions and emo- 
tions, where the physical outlet 
wears the kids down. 


As for isolation as discipline, 
Austin said, "lock-up is only 
effective when you're loose." 
That is, the threat of isolation, 
is more effective than the real- 
ity. The new arrival is usually 
isolated for 24 hours before ta- 
king part in the hall's programs. 
A medical examination is not 
given to new arrivals. The ju- 
veniles attend school in the 
county schools. 
Austin thought that a live-in 


arrangement 
for 
staff might 


work with a small group of ju- 
veniles under ideal conditions. 
He felt that there would have to 
be a separation of different 
types, between those who con- 
sider themselves criminals and 
those who haven't made this dis- 
tinction. He also said that he had

Nixon's Pullout Plans 
Approved By Thieu

SAIGON 
(AP) — President 


Nguyen Van Thieu expressed 
approval 
today of President 


Nixon's new troop withdrawal 
plans and said South Vietnam's 
forces are gradually assuming 
their "increasing share" of the 
war effort. 


North Vietnam rejected the 


announcement as meaningless. 
Radio Hanoi said the withdraw- 
al of 50,000 more American 
troops by April 15 "makes 
absolutely no progress toward 
ending the war." It called 
once again for "complete and 
unconditional withdrawal of all 
American aggressor troops." 


Thieu said in a communique 


issued simultaneously with Nix- 
on's televised speech: "This 
troop replacement, like the two 
previous 
replacements, 
lay 


within the policy of the govern- 
ment of the Republic of Viet- 
nam to gradually assume its in- 
creasing share of the responsi- 
bility to defend its country. This 


troop 
replacement also lies 


within the framework of troop 
replacements for 1970." 


The 
50,000-man withdrawal 


will raise to 110,000 the num- 
ber of American troops pulled 
out of Vietnam since last June 
and will cut the authorized troop 
ceiling to 434,000. 
Official 


sources said that by April 15 
the number of Americans in 
Vietnam should be 4,000 to 8,000 
below that celling. 


The U.S. Command said the 


decision on which American 
units will be pulled out in the 
new redeployment will be made 
in the near future by a confer- 
ence of top officers with Gen. 
Creighton w. Abrams, the U.S. 
commander in Vietnam. 
An hour before Nixon began 
speaking, the Viet Cong made 
its first major terrorist attack 
in Saigon in three months. 
South Vietnamese forces re- 
ported three stiff fights in the 
Mekong Delta in which they 
claimed 
83 enemy soldiers 


killed.

Oil Tankers Pose Threat 


NEW YORK (AP) - The era 
of the supertanker has brought 
with It the threat of catastrophic 
oil spills. 
This was pointed up when the 
207,000-ton M arpessa owned by 
Shell Tankers Ltd. exploded and 
sank Monday 80 m iles off the 
coast of West Africa after mak­ 
ing its first oil delivery. 
While the M arpessa had un­ 
loaded its cargo at Rotterdam 
and was empty, the sinking sent 
shivers through the oil industry, 


which Is working to develop 
m eans of preventing and con­ 
trolling oil spills. 
“ There would have been a hell 
of a lot of oil on the coa«?t of 
A frica If the M arpessa had been 
loaded,” said a delegate to an 
International 
conference 
on 
prevention and control of oil 
slicks which Is under way here. 
The danger of pollution from 
oil spills has received in creas­ 
ed attention since the 118,000- 
ton tanker Torrey Canyon broke 


up on rocks seven miles off the 
southwest tip of England In 
March 1967. It spilled 30 m il­ 
lion gallons of oil onto 100 
m iles of beach. The owners paid 
Britain and France $7.2 million 
for pollution damage. 
“ We all recognize that present 
technology for handling large 
spills - especially in the op«n 
sea - is, to say the least, 
primitive,»* L. P. Haxby, m an­ 
ager for air and water conser­ 
vation of Shell Development Co. 


Despite an appeal from Judge 
Noel Watkins, Richard McCabe 
of Vina kept on running, right out 
of Justice Court in Red Bluff.

A Mistrusting Herod Has His Beloved Slain

Dismissing his hairdresser. 


King Herod slipped on a light, 
elegant evening robe, a Roman 
synthesis, quaffed deeply from a 
silver beaker of Greek Chian wine, 
his favorite, and 
sent a slave 


running [o fetch his wife, Mari- 
anne. 


1 he hours ahead would haunt 


him to his grave, but he did not 
know that now. 


He slumped down on an ermine- 


covered ivory couch, and waited, 
momentarily pleased with himself, 
exulting at how he had maneu- 
vered Augustus Caesar into re- 
taining him as king of this unruly 
Jewish realm, eager for Mari- 
umne's embraces. 


Then she stood there before 


him, beautiful, exquisite as al- 
ways. but with pained defiance in 
her eyes. "I have come as thou 
eommandest," she said. "But only 
to tell thee openly, I find thy 
companionship no longer suppor- 
table." 


His face clouded, and alternate 


waves of outrage, bewilderment, 
jealousy, impotence and fury went 
through him. 


He loved her, the one person in 


all the merciless, tyrannical,trust- 
less jungle of his life that he did 
love, but although he did not yet 
realize it; he would destroy what 
he loved, just as he would seek to 
destroy the very incarnation of 
utmost love itself in Jesus. 


Herod finished off the wine and 


stared down at his fawn-skin slip- 
pers, shaking his head, ft was 
happening 
again, the designs 


against him, the undermining and 
conniving 
that 
already had 


drenched his house in blood. 


But the nearness of her, the 


scent of her perfume, the over- 
whelming feeling he had for her 
swept him. and he stood up, de- 
claring his great affections, his 
regret for actions hurtful to her, 
swearing his devotion. 


"Yes." she said cuttingly, as 


related by the historian Josephus, 
"thou didst to be sure demonstrate 
thy love to me by the injunctions 
thou gavest to Sohemus when thou 
eommandest him to kill me if any 
harm came to thee from Caesar." 


Herod flew into a rage. So she 


knew; she obviously had wormed 
it out of his aide, Sohemus, and 
she could have done that only 
through intimacies. He hurled the 
wine beaker across the room. 


"Debauched!" he screamed at 


her. "Adulteress!" She denied it 
vehemently, and fled the room. 


Indeed, on Herod's visit to Au- 


gustus, he had left Mariamne and 
her mother. Alexandra, under So- 
hemus' watch, with instructions to 
execute them in case he were 
eliminated for opposing Augustus 
in his war against Antony. 


Herod's twisted purpose had 


been to forestall a re-ascendancy 
of Jewish royalty, of which his 
wife 
and 
mother-in-law 
were 


members, if he were slain. But his 
mission had turned out differently, 
and now, instead of celebration, he 
met what he deemed treachery. 


The ensuing events followed a 


pattern unvarying in Herod's pur- 
view 
interrogations, lies, tale- 


bearing, intrigue, torture, violence 
and death. 


It had been that way ever since 


he seized the Judean throne by 
force, massacring resisters, wiping 
out the reigning Jewish line, in- 
cluding 
numerous relatives 
of 


Mariamne. 


She was a Jewish princess of the 


Hasmonean House, the dynasty 
that had ruled since the uprising of 
the heroic Maccabees against the 
Syrians in 
166 B.C. restoring 


Judean independence, which was 
ruthlessly crushed by Rome and 
Herod. 


He had 10 wives, but his mar- 


riage to Mariamne had brought an 
authentic Jewish element into his 
court, although he himself pre- 
ferred the pagan culture of Greece 
and Rome. 


It 
was a sore annoyance to 


Herod, who was obsessed with her 
as a woman, but resentful of her 
stubborn faith in one universal 


God of all existence, just as he 
scorned Judaism itself and its 
people. 


Because they "preferred right- 


eousness to glory, that nation was 
not agreeable to him," writes Jo- 
sephus. "He was conscious that he 
was hated by those under him." 


Their olden Jewish faith, going 


far back to the origins of human 
civilization in the Tigris-Euphrates 
region, was much older than the 
polytheism of Greece and Rome 
or the oriental religions of Budd- 
hism. Hinduism and later Islam. 
yet it was only a tiny enclave 
generally ignored by the world at 
large. 


It was into this oldest, yet small. 


little-noticed lineage 
that 
Jesus 


was born 
the Jewish child 


whose exhilcrating heritage would 
sweep the world, and would far 
outshine the passing displays of 
Rome and its vassal, Herod. 


Vet Rome and Herod shaped 


the environment which the work of 
Jesus would permeate and change. 


Relijtiouslv, it was an amor- 


phous atmosphere, a mixed brew 
of many gods, myths and super- 
stitions, gods of wind, sea and soil. 
of war and reproduction, of the 
Greek Zeus. Hera, Ares and Ap- 
hrodite blending with the match- 
ing Roman deities of Jupiter. 
Juno, Mars and Diana. 


Merging with this celestial ros- 


ter were the innumerable gods 
from Egypt and the mystical east, 
gods 
of 
many 
hands, 
many 


breasts, gods with heads of croco- 
diles, goats and cats. 


And Caesar Augustus smiled as 


choruses chanted. "Ave Caesar, 
lord over all aeons, highest of the 
high." 


"A beast 
. with ten horns and 


seven heads with ten diadems upon 
its horns and a blasphemous name 
upon its head," said the apoc- 
alyptic first-century Book of Rev- 
elation. "The whole earth followed 
the beast . . . and they worshipped 
the beast, saying. 'Who is like the 
beast, and who can fiuht it?'" 


There 
were 
sacred 
groves, 


stones, animals and brooks, and 
wonder-working "thaumaturgists" 
roved the countryside. Processions 
of .white-robed priests served in the 
lofty temples, reciting from the 
riddles of the Sibylline books. 


And "augurs" deciphered the 


wishes of the gods by flights of 
birds, thunder, the way oil spread 
on a saucer of water or by exam- 
ining the liver of a sheep. 


"Hepatoscopy," it was called 


Roman augurs preferred to find 
their answers in a dissected heart 
rather than the liver. And statues 
of Vesta, in wood or stone, stood 
on household altars, the "lares 
familiaris." 


It was a lime of syncretism, of a 


blurring, colliding congeries of 
idolatries, 
magic, divinations, 


spells, astrologers, oracles, por- 
tents, fetishes and bi/arre secret 
rites. 


"Do not tell thy secret, friend," 


initiates into the mysteries were 
warned. 


Besides the official slate pan- 


theons, headed by the correspomi-

Augustus himself once was in- 


itiated into the popular Llusian 
Mysteries, centered on the Greek 
goddess Demeter. also known as 
Kore or Persephone, worshipped 
in an orgiastic cycle lasting three 
days at a time. 


Herod built a sanctuary to her 


in Samria, another to the god Pan 
in Caesarea Philippi. a frequent 
scene of Jesus' ministrs. 


Some of the wildest rites fo- 


cused on the Greek god of wine. 
Dionysus, the Roman Bacchus. To 
beating cymbals, drums and flutes, 
devotees 
fondled 
serpents, 
let 


young animals suckle women, them 
tore tham apart and ale them raw 
as they whipped themselves into a 
catalyptic trance of "entheoi" 
indwell by the god. 


Commonfolk often joined many 


cults, not fully trusting any. Ur- 
bane skeptics doubted all of them. 
Greek Stoics and Roman Cynics 
said only sheer rulionalism mat- 
tered. Epicureans stressed escape 
into pleasure. 


But Augustus, often called a 


reincarnation of the god Mercury. 
strove to invigorate the official 


cults, rebuilding 82 temples, re- 
staffing them with priests and Vest; 
virgins, encouraging emperor wor- 
ship as a test of patriotism in the 
provinces 
a rising practice that 


eventually would mark Jews and 
Jesus' followers as seditious. 


In the midst of this motley 


religious milieu, Judaism stood 
like a resisting citadel, despite the 
pressures of infiltrating Greco- 
Roman ways, upholding its an- 
cient faith in one, unifying Lord of 
history, revealed through centuries 
of events and recorded in their 
Scriptures. 


A fine example of Herod's building Js on the ancient site of the Cave of the Machpela. This 


is, by tradition, the burial place of the Jewish Patriarchs, including Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob; Herod's father was a convert to Judaism, and when he became King of the Tews Herod 
was eager to show himself a devout upholder of the faith by rebuilding the old temple and 
monuments. Ttie building was not destroyed in 70 AD by the Romans, as was so much of 
Herod's building, since It Is located outside Jerusalem, in the little neighboring town of 
Hebron. The strip along the top and the towers are medieval, and the building is now an Arab 
mosque. 


"Hear O Israel, the Lord our 


God, the Lord is one." went its 
immemorial 
Shema, avowed by 


Herod's wife. Mariamne, who at- 
tended regularly in prayers and the 
reading of the law and the pro- 
phets, defying his Greco-Roman 
tastes. 


She had admired him 
as a 


daring, young general, even loved 
him. but her esteem had turned to 
bitterness, as his overriding lust 
for power and endless suspicions 
had led him successively to kill her 
grandfather, her father, her uncle 
and her brother.

"Meanness of birth." she chided 


his Idumean relatives, particularly 


his vindictive sister. Salome. And 
Salome had constanily impugned 
Mariamne to Herod, suggesting 
infidelities, falsely claiming that 
Mariamne had sent her picture to 
Antony, seeking his courtship. 


Herod, chronically 
inflamed 


with jealousies and distrust, had 
put Mariamne's mother in con- 
finement, and after one absence, 
when Salome intimated that her 
own husband, Joseph, had been 
familiar with Mariamne, had had 
him beheaded. 


Now, 
once again, although 


Mariamne's mother was in prison 
and both Antony and Cleopatra 
were dead, the same malevolent 
mistrust and fears snaked through 
Herod's palace on his return from 
visiting Augustus. 


Salome again fomented it, send- 


ing a slave to Herod with a potion, 
misinforming him that Mariamne 
had mixed it for him. Believing it 
poison, Herod had the slave tor- 
tured on the rack, then killed. In 
his rage, he also executed. So- 
hemus. the guard he had assigned 
to watch over Mariamne. 


Hating her, loving her. wild

Of Mariamne. Josephus writes: 


"A woman of great beauty and of 
excellent character, both for her 
chastity and greatness of soul." 
Once she was dead, "the king's 
affections for her were kindled in B 
more outrageous manner than be- 
fore." 


Lamenting, he frequently would 


call for her. and imaginging her 
present, talk ramblingly with her 
through long hours of the night, as 
if she were still alive. All the while 
the panics and delusions that de- 
stroyed his only love continued to 
rear new terrors around him. in- 
cluding his own sons and the 
children of Bethlehem. 


Once, as a young man on a

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We Need Not Be So Naive 


William Randolph Hearst Jr., in an editorial this past week- 


end, reported that these days Hubert Humphrey "is c very spe- 
cial kind of guy in my book — although it wasn't always thus." 
In years past, he explained, the senator from Minnesota struck 
him as being too socialistic. But when they met, they hit It off 
right away, and have ever since. And further, he points out, 
his father, known pretty much as a conservative in his later 
years, fought in his earlier days for woman suffrage, building 
up of the unions and abolition of sweat shops — all radical move- 
ments in their time. 


Hearst was simply explaining his admiration and friendship 


for Humphrey. But incidentally, he was pointing to the meaning - 
lessness of labels such as conservative, radical, socialistic when 
applied automatically over any considerable period of time. To- 
day's radical Idea may be considered 
conservative tomorrow. 


Further, not every conservative is conservative In all things. 
And, in addition to that, where the conservative approach may be 
wisest in regard to one problem, another may call for more radi- 
cal treatment. 


Politically, of course, it is expedient to downgrade anything 


the opposing party proposes — no matter what its real merits. 
Politics minded Democrats are very unlikely to see much merit 
in President Nixon's proposals for withdrawaing from Vietnam. 
McCarthy or McGovern Democrats are almost certain to find 
them far from adequate. On the other hand, Republicans are pretty 
sure to find any proposal not put forward by the administration 
downright traitorous. 


So it goes with all important questions facing the nation. We 


cannot expect politicians to change much. But the rest of us need 
not be naive enough to believe everything they say. We should 
examine the issues carefully and dispassionately, and make 
up our own minds. 


We assume that even a Democratic might agree that a proposal 


could have merit, even if Republican President Nixon made it. 
Likewise, it might be well worth consideration, too, if it were made 
by Hubert Humphrey, George Wallace, or Eldridge cleaver.

SAIGON. I have read about in 
fiction, but never supposed that 
such a document ever existed, 
the blank Execution Warrant; 
that is to say a form ordering 
the execution of whatever indi- 
vidual is so hapless as to get 
his name written in where now 
a blank space exists. The form 
1 have in front of me bears 
the official seal of the "People's 
Revolutionary 
Committee of 


SalRon-Gia Dinh, Fourth Pre- 
cinct," and requires nothing 
more to set it into motion than, 
as I say, giving the name and 
one or two particulars about the 
man you are condemning. Not 
even a human signature is re- 
quired — not a bad idea, that: 
perhaps the North Vietnamese 
have learned from the Nazis' 
meticulous attention to detail 
how dangerous — and how un- 
necessary — it is to affix upon 
a piece of paper the name of 
the responsible executioner. 


The form is of macabre in- 
terest. It is headed: "Death 
Sentence." 
The 
text, only 


slightly abbreviated, says: 


"In accordance with the judg- 


ment and resolution 
of the 


Fourth Precinct People's Rev- 
olutionary Council dated . . . 
(filled in) 


' 'A sentence of death has been 


pronounced on. . . (name). . . 
(address) . . . the culprit (hav- 
ing) been found to be a cruel 
tyrant who has comnitted the 
following crime: . . . 


"A 
collaborator 
of 
the 


country - grabbing pirates and 
U.S.-Thieu — Ky — Huong coun- 
ter-selling lackeys who has 
(sic) . . . opposed the revolu- 
tionary 
undertaking of 
our 


entire people. 


"All 
military, civilian, ad- 


ministrative authorities are re- 
quired to carry out this sen- 
tence." 


I have here also translations of 


a few enemy documents which 
exist in profusion and are work- 
aday 
accounts 
both 
of the 


achievements of the Commun- 
ists, and of the character of the 
instructions that flow down from 
the Revolutionary Committees. 


One of them, for instance, re- 
ports on a fruitful day. "Killed 
24 men, including hamlet and 
village administrative person- 
nel and informants who owed the 
people a blood death. Wounded 
4 men and warned 30 others 
before a crowd of 80 people. 
Four of them confessed to their 
crimes 
and their families 


agreed to be responsible for 
their conduct. 
In addition, we 


sent letters of warning to 38 
hamlet and village administra- 
tive personnel and inter -family 
chiefs." 


I note too, the decentralization 


of the authority to execute. "To 
cope with the present situation 
and to properly prepare to fight 
the enemy in the days ahead, 
the high echelon has decided that 
from now on the District Cur- 
rent Affairs Committee have the 
right to examine the death sen- 
tences 
passed 
by 
village 


security sections and party 
chapters. These sentences will 
also be executed at the request 
of the District Security Sec- 
tions." 
And on and on. But here, fin- 
ally is one whose awful res- 
onance should freeze the banter 
of those who prattle about the 
likelihood of amnesty in the 
event of a Communist victory. 
"We must", report to the 
security agency of VOSVN on 
September 30, 1968, "counter 
the aggressive war not only hi 
the present but also In the future 
even when our Fatherland is 
completely 
liberated. 
The 


people's struggle will continue 
to take place, fierce and com- 
plicated, especially the struggle 
against spies, reactionaries, 
henchmen of the U, S. im- 
perialists,

The day I left Vietnam, Stars 


and Stripes carried in a short 
item the news of a housewife 
who had been kidnapped from 
a hamlet on the outskirts of Hue.

wrote, "It would be a harder 
sum to work out if last year's 
massacre 
at 
Hue (the full 


measure of which has only just

revealed)

anxiously discussed this week In 
Nhan Dan or Pravda; if Hanoi 
radio was interviewing the men 
who did it; if Mr. Truong Chinh 
has said It was abhorrent to 
the conscience of North Viet- 
nam. What happened at Songmy 
is a terrible commentary on 
the cruel, or weak, m*n who 
committed the act. The fact 
that It has been discovered, are 
a better commentary on what the 
war I* being (ought for."

WASHINGTON (AP)- The fed- 
eral gun control law has miss- 
ed one of Its main targets — 
curbing 
the traffic In cheap 


handguns — because of a loop- 
hole unrecognized by Congress 
but 
exploited by importers - 


turned -manufacturers. 
When the law went into effect 
one year ago today, importers 
quit bringing into the country 
the small caliber, $10 to $20 
pistols and revolvers whlchpo- 
lice call "Saturday night spe- 
cials." 
Instead, an Associated Press 


study shows, some firms began 
importing most of the parts 
needed to manufacture the guns. 
Then the> assembled the guns 
in domestic plants. Other firms 
stepped up production of cheap 
handguns from parts made ex- 
clusively in the United States. 
The net result: About the same 
number of cheap handguns are 
going onto the market today 
as before the law's enactment. 


"It didn't occur to me" until 


recently that the law contained 
the loophole, Sen. Thomas J. 
Dodd, the legislation's chief 
congressional sponsor, said in 
an Interview. 


"I didn't know the Importers 


were that greedy," the Con- 
necticut Democrat said. "We 
shut off the Importation of this 
dreadful type of gun only to 
wake up and find out Ameri- 
cans are doing this. It's outra- 
geous." 


As the law's first anniversary 


neared, Dodd introduced a one- 
sentence bill that would amend 
the act and ban the sale or de- 
livery in the United States of 
snub-nosed gun or small auto- 
matic pistol, as well as the 
"junk guns" which^he Nation- 
al Commission on Violence says 
are used in 50 per cent of all 
crimes involving guns. 


"The United States still does 


not have an effective national 
firearms policy," the commis- 
sion said last week. Among Its 
recommendations 
extension of 


the 1968 act to ban domestic 
production and sale of "junk 
guns." 


Except for the continued prob- 


lem with cheap handguns, offi- 
cials say other sections of the 
law — such as the ban on mail 
orders and Interstate shipments 
— appear to be working. 


In California, for example, the 
sale of guns in the year ending 
last June 30 dropped to 146,-

On this date in 1773, American 
colonists disguised as Indians, 
boarded a British ship in Boston 
Harbor and dumped 342 chests 
of tea overboard. The tax pro- 
test went down in history as the 
Boston Tea Party.

In 1967, accord- 
ing to government figures, 747,- 
013 handguns of all types — 
cheap and expensive—were Im- 
ported. In 1968, the total for 
all handgun Imports jumped to 
1,155,368. This included 317,- 
703 handguns with an average 
value of $13 ordered in a two- 
week period of Senate hearings 
following the assassination of 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy. 


This year. Imports of hand- 
guns — all of them the more ex- 
pensive type — are down to 
325,373. But the Treasury De- 
partment said companies tooled 
up and made 380,000 of the cheap 
pistols 
and 
revolvers 
en- 


tirely with U. S.- produced 
parts. In addition, parts for 
408,000 weapons were import- 
ed for assembly here. 
Therein lies the main loop- 


hole; A gun is not a gun until 
the parts are assembled. Except 
for the frame, all the parts can 
be Imported. Even two-Inch 
barrels can be Imported by the 
thousands, although a single as- 
sembled gun with a two-inch 
barrel cannot. 
Dodd's bill would change that, 
applying the government's im- 
port standards to all guns sold 
or delivered in the United States 
regardless of where they are 
made. Small automatics and 
snub-nosed pistols would be 
banned, as would larger weap- 
ons that are unsafe, too light 


or so shabby they lack the ac- 
curacy for sport purposes. 
The senator said he hoped to 
get the bill through by early 
1970, predicting, "The eun lob- 
by will buck it." 


An example of the opposition 


was voiced by William Ethler, 
general manager of Firearms 
Import and Export Corp., Mi- 
ami, one of the major gun Im- 
porters. Ethier said his firm's 
Imports are down by half since 
last year, and claimed the leg- 
islative moves are discrimin- 
atory. 


"I think a lot of Sen. Dodd's 
support comes from the gun 
manufacturers of 
Connecti- 


cut," Ethier said. "If Ameri- 
can manufacturers can restrict 
the import of equal quality wea- 
pons because they are made in a 
country with cheaper labor, 
they've done themselves a ser- 
vice by taking a large segment 
of their competition out of bus- 
iness. 
Dodd responded- "Discrimi- 
nation is an empty word when 
you re talking about stopping 
murder and assaults. It took 
several tragedies to get the Gun 
Control Act of 1968. We may 
have to have more crimes to 
get rid of this dreadful weap- 
on. I hope not." 
Four of America's major gun 
manufacturers 
— Colt, Win- 


chester, Remington and High- 
Standard — are based in Dodd's 
home state of Connecticut. 


A 
Treasury 
Department 


spokesman said Dodd's amend- 
ment would apply to some wea- 
pons now manufactured in the 
United States by such com- 
panies as Colt, which already 
has halted imports of a tiny 
semiautomatic pistol. 
When the 1968 act went into 
effect, the large domestic com- 
panies merely dropped prohibi- 
ted Items from their line in- 
stead of importing parts and 
shifting assembly to their home 
plants. 


Of the parts for 408,000 guns 


brought in since the law, the 
bulk were sent for assembly to 
a complex of buildings in Mi- 
ami, Fla., including an 
old 


church surrounded by a barb- 
ed wire fence.

Nigeria Puts Ban On All Strikes 


LAGOS (AP) — The Nigerian 


government 
has decreed a 


ban on all strikes for the next 
12 months in an effort to arrest 
growing industrial unrest and 
stabilize theeconomy. The gov- 
ernment also froze salaries and 
wages. 
Federal Labor Commissioner 


Chief 
Anthony Enahoro, an- 


nouncing the decrees, said pen- 
alties for violations of the ban 
on strikes will be five years im- 
prisonment. The ban also in- 
cludes lockouts, incitement or 
threats of strikes, or press 
publication 
or ' 'Dramatiza- 


tion" of such threats 'likely 
to cause public alarm or indus- 
trial unrest."

WHY DO some parents take 


it as a personal insult or af- 
front when it is suggested 
that their child be tested psy- 
chologically? I have always 
been confused by such reac- 
tions when parents are first 
told this by teachers or school 
authorities. Recently a par- 


ticular situa- 
tion emphasiz- 
ed this com- 
mon response. 


The parents 


of one of my 
patients was 
told that their 
12 - year - old 
d a u g h t e r 
seemed to be 
unhappy a n d 
withdrawn 
in 


s c h o o l a n d 


that she was unable to keep 
up with her class work be- 
cause of restlessness. When I 
inquired if the parents had 
noticed any such change in 
behavior, they both denied it 
completely. 


After a few minutes of cas- 


ual discussion, each expressed 
the fact that there did seem 
to be some changes tn behav- 
ior, but they could not pin- 
point it. Slowly they came 
around to agreeing- that the 
teachers' observations 
were 


valid. Actually all that I had 
done was to direct their think- 
ing rather than to persuade 
them. They came to the right- 
ful 
conclusion that psycho- 


logical testing is not a shame 
but rather might be very help- 
ful. 


These teats are skillfully 


performed and interpreted'by 
people especially trained in 
this art and science. Through 
them the child may reveal a 
problem that is distressing 
him or her, one that may be 
responsible for a change in 
attitude in the school and in 
the h o m e . It is astonishing 
how o f t e n a child can he 
placed on the proper track 
once more ami helped to re- 
gain his own respectful posi- 
tion among hla classmate*. 


More and more, parents are 


rwalialnfr that the need for

psychological testing is no 
more embarrassing- than the 
need for an X-ray of the chest 
or a blood examination. Only 
then can they accept the fact 
that t h e s e suggestions by 
school authorities are based 
on real understanding of a 
child's problems and devotion 
to him 


Testing is usually done by 


c l i n i c a l psychologists The 
Rorachach or ink-blot test is 
very revealing of how a child 
handles his own emotions, con- 
fusions, and rebelliousness. It 
can give valuable information 
that leads directly to the un- 
derlying, and often h i d d e n 
cause of stress. 


Other tests i n c l u d e the 


Stanford - Bmet and Wechsler 
studies These, in addition to 
the I. Q. or intelligence quo- 
tient studies, may point the 
way to a child's problem in 
and outside the home. More 
complicated EEG or brain 
wave tests are sometimes per- 
formed if the physician or 
neurologist feels that there 
may be an underlying physi- 
cal disorder. 


Psychological t e s t i n g has 


greatly expanded during the 
last twenty years and is now 
part of educational programs 
in many public and private 
schools. It's often done rou- 
tinely and can be used as an 
excellent indication of special 


v t a 1 e n t s and aptitudes that 
m i g h t otherwise be over- 
looked. An additional thought 
is most important: Hearing 
and speech tests are impera- 
tive to be sure that there are 
no unrecognized defects.

L ikew ise, it might be well worth consideration, too, H it w ere made 
by Hubert Humphrey, George W allace, or Eldrldge C leaver.

And on and on. But here, fin­ 
ally is one whose awful re s ­ 
onance should freeze the banter 
of those who prattle about the 
likelihood of am nesty in the 
event of a Communist victory. 
“ We m ust", report to the 
security agency of VOSVN on 
Septem ber 30, 1968, “ counter 
the aggressive war not only In 
the present but also in the future 
even when our Fatherland is 
com pletely 
liberated. 
The 
people’s struggle will continue 
to take place, fierce and com­ 
plicated, especially the struggle 
against spies, reactionaries, 
henchm en of the U. S. im ­ 
p erialists, 
reactionary ele­ 
m ents in the religious commun­ 
ity, 
and 
ethnic 
m inority 
groups." 
The day I left Vietnam , Stars 
and Stripes carried in a short 
item the news of a housewife 
who had been kidnapped from 
a ham let on the outskirts of Hue. 
D iscussing, a week ago, the 
m assacre at Songmy (My Lai), 
the 
Econom ists 
of London 
w rote, “ It would be a harder 
sum to work out if last year’s 
m assacre 
at 
Hue (the full 
m easure of which has only just 
been 
revealed 
was being 
anxiously discussed this week in 
Nhan Dan or Pravda; if Hanoi 
radio was interviewing the men 
who did it; if M r. Truong Chinh 
has said it was abhorrent to 
the conscience of North V iet­ 
nam . What happened at Songmy 
is a terrible com m entary on 
the cruel, or weak, m^n who 
com m itted the act. The fact 
that it has been discovered, are 
a better com m entary on what the 
w ar is being fought fo r."

Today is Tuesday, Dec. 16, 
the 350th day of 1969. There are 
15 days left in the year. 
T oday's highlight in history: 
On this date tn 1773, A m erican 
colonists disguised as Indians, 
boarded a B ritish ship in Boston 
H arbor and dumped 342 chests 
of tea overboard. The tax p ro ­ 
test went down in history as the 
Boston Tea P arty. 


On this date: 
In 1809, Napoleon Bonaparte 
was divorced from Josephine. 
In 1835, a fire in New York 
City burned som e600buildings. 
In 1861, the A m erican singer 
and A ctress, Lillian R ussell, 
was born. 
In 1916, G regory Rasputin the 
monk who weilded powerful in­ 
fluence over the R ussian C zar, 
was m urdered. 
In 1942, Allied planes pounded 
retreating axis forces in Libya. 
In 1944, U.S. forces Invaded 
the m ajor Philippine island of 
M indoro. 
In 1960, two airlin ers crashed 
after colliding over New York 
harbo r. One hundred thirty-one 
persons were killed. 


Ten years ago — The Japa­ 
nese Supreme Court ruled that 
stationing of U.S. arm ed forces 
in Japan and m aintenance of 
Japanese m ilitary forces were 
legal under the post-w ar Japa­ 
nese Constitution. 
Five years ago — President 
Johnson announced a package 
of 162 new antipoverty projects 
in all 50 states, to cost $82.6 
m illion. It was the second allot­ 
m ent of funds under the adm in­ 
istratio n 's war on poverty, the 
initial allotm ent being $35 m il­ 
lion for 120 projects. 
One year ago — Bidding for 
reciprocal action, the U.S. Navy 
freed seven North Vietnam ese 
prisoners, giving them a m oto­ 
rized junk, and sent them home. 


LAGOS (AP) - The N ignrU r

A ctually all th a t I had 
done w as to direct their think­ 
ing rath er than to persuade 
them. They came to the right­ 
ful conclusion th at psycho­ 
logical testing is not a shame 
but rather m ight be very help­ 
ful. 
These tests are skillfully 
perform ed and interpreted by 
people especially trained in 
this a rt and science. Through 
them the child m ay reveal a 
problem th at is distressing 
him or her. one th a t may be 
responsible for a change in 
attitude in the school and in 
the h o m e . It is astonishing 
h o w o f t e n a child can be 
placed on the proper track 
once m ore and helped to re­ 
gain his own respectful posi­ 
tion am ong his classm ates. 
M ore and more, parents are 
realizing th at the need for 


psychological t e s t i n g is no 
m ore em barrassing than the 
need for an X -ray of the chest 
or a blood exam ination. Only 
then can they accept the fact 
th a t t h e s e suggestions by 
school authorities are based 
on real understanding of a 
child's problem s and devotion 
to him. 
T esting is usually done by 
c l i n i c a l psychologists. The 
R orschach or ink-blot test is 
very revealing of how a child 
handles his own em otions, con­ 
fusions, and rebelliousness. It 
can give valuable inform ation 
th a t leads directly to the un­ 
derlying. and often h i d d e n 
cause of stress. 
O ther tests i n c l u d e the 
S tanford - Binet and W echsler 
studies. These, in addition to 
the I. Q. or intelligence quo­ 
tient studies, m ay point the 
w ay to a child’s problem in 
and outside the home. More 
com plicated EEG or b r a i n 
wave tests are som etim es per­ 
form ed if the physician or 
neurologist feels th a t there 
m ay be an underlying physi­ 
cal disorder. 
Psychological t e s t i n g has 
greatly expanded during the 
last tw enty years and is now 
p a rt of educational program s 
in m any public and private 
schools. It’s often done rou­ 
tinely and can be used as an 
excellent indication of special 
t a l e n t s and aptitudes that 
m i g h t otherw ise be over­ 
looked. An additional thought 
is m ost im portant: Hearing 
and speech tests are im pera­ 
tive to be sure th a t there are 
no unrecognized defects.

tice of lobotomy," West said, 
"but we are chemically lo- 
botomlzlng thousands and thou- 
sands of patients , and we can 
keep It up for years."

past to make mental patients 
docile. 
The subcommittee, headed by 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., 
Is probing treatment of mental- 
ly and physically wounded vet- 
erans. 
West described some mental 
patients at Brentwood Veterans 
Administration Hospital In Los 
Angeles: 
They are easy to Identify be- 
cause the drugs used make 
them move slowly and stiffly.
